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Indian  Arts 
Meet  Planned 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
slated  a  conference  in  September, 
to  focus  on  the  state  and  needs  of 
Indian  arts  in  Montana. 

“We  have  an  idea  of  what  is 
needed,  but  basically  we  need  the 
voice  of  the  many,  rather  than  the 
few,  to  tell  us,”  Nicholas  Vrooman, 
director  of  the  Council’s  folklife 
programs,  said  in  explaining  the 
conference’s  purpose. 

Participants  will  meet  in 
working  groups  to  discuss  Indian 
arts  education,  traditional  Indian 
arts,  contemporary  Indian  arts, 
marketing  and  cultural  tourism. 

The  sessions  will  focus  on 
protecting  and  encouraging  Indian 
arts,  as  well  as  guiding  them  in  the 
future,  Vrooman  said. 

The  discussions,  and  their 
results,  will  be  combined  into  a 
“red  paper”  that  looks  not  only  at 
the  existing  situation  but  at 
possibilities  for  the  future. 

“There’s  good  reason  to  believe 
that  there  is  need  for  a  statewide 
Indian  arts  organization,”  Vrooman 
said,  and  the  conference  should 
indicate  whether  that’s  the  case. 

Such  a  statewide  organization 
could  act  as  an  information  and 
resource  clearinghouse,  administer 
residencies  and  apprenticeships, 
curate  exhibits  and  undertake 
special  projects,  he  said. 

Vrooman  said  the  conference 
was  spurred  by  last  year’s  Cultural 
Congress  in  Bozeman,  where 
several  panels  were  held  on  Indian 
arts  issues.  Those  panels  pointed  to 
the  need  for  networking  among 
Indian  artists  and  those  involved  in 
the  field  of  Indian  arts,  he  said. 


“From  that  came  a  call  for  the 
arts  conference,  in  essence  to 
devise  a  way  for  all  the  people 
involved  in  Indian  arts  to  get 
together  in  one  place  at  one  time,” 
he  added. 

Participants  at  the  conference 
will  include  not  only  artists,  but 
also  retailers,  people  involved  in 
the  state’s  tourism  industry  and 
others  with  special  knowledge  of 
the  issues  under  discussion. 

While  a  number  of  out-of-state 
people  will  share  their  knowledge, 
they  will  not  be  on  panels  to 
address  the  attendees.  Instead, 
Vrooman  said  the  sessions  will  be 
held  “council  style,”  in  which 
“everybody  brought  in  is  just 
going  to  be  one  of  the  circle.” 

A  steering  committee  made  up 
of  representatives  from  each 
Montana  reservation  and  Indian 
arts  organizations  developed  the 
topics  to  be  discussed.  Members 
were  Vrooman,  Patricia  Bird  of 
Wolf  Point,  Corwin  “Corky” 
Clairmont  of  Pablo,  Elizabeth 
Dear  of  Great  Falls,  Sue  DeCamp 
of  Billings,  Kitty  Belle  Deemose 
of  Crow  Agency,  state  Indian 
Affairs  Coordinator  Kathy  Fluery 
of  Helena,  George  P.  Horse 
Capture  of  Harlem,  DeWanda 
Little  Coyote-Backbone  of 
Ashland,  Murton  McCluskey  of 
Great  Falls,  Jackie  Parsons  of 
Browning,  Christine  Pierce  of 
Billings,  Kathryn  Stewart  of 
Bozeman,  Bob  Gopher  of  Box 
Elder  and  Curley  Bear  Wagner  of 
Browning. 

The  same  group  will  review  the 
draft  “red  paper,”  which  will  be 
compiled  from  the  five  working 
sessions.  The  final  draft  will  be 
sent  to  all  conference  participants, 
who  can  suggest  changes. 


The  meeting  will  be  held  in 
Helena  Sept.  20-22,  at  the  Myma 
Loy  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts.

Regional  Meet 
Draws  Arts  Reps 

About  120  representatives  of 
rural  arts  organizations  attended  the 
fifth  annual  Art  Beyond  Boundaries 
conference  that  focused  on  the 
needs  of  rural  arts  groups  in  the 
five-state  High  Plains  area. 

This  year’s  meeting,  held  in 
Miles  City  in  June,  drew  the  largest 
attendance  of  any  conference  held 
by  the  organization  to  date,  said  Bill 
Pratt  of  the  Montana  Arts  Council. 

“It  was  real  obvious  that  it  was 
filling  a  real  need,”  Pratt  said  of  the 
meeting,  “and  that  people  from  this 
area  are  hungry  for  an  opportunity 
to  get  together.” 

This  year’s  conference  covered 
such  topics  as  the  national  emphasis 
on  funding  for  rural  arts,  ways  to 
use  the  arts  in  tourism  efforts  and 
ways  to  use  computers  in  the  arts. 

In  addition,  a  Chicago  consultant 
held  a  day-long  workshop  on 
fundamental  skills  for  new  and 
developing  organizations. 

Pratt,  director  of  organizational 
services  for  the  Council,  said 
Montana  was  well  represented  at 
the  three-day  meeting.  People  from 
such  small  communities  as  Belt, 
Lewistown  and  Anaconda  attended 
the  conference,  as  did  those  from 
large  organizations  such  as  the 
Montana  Repertory  Theatre, 
Missoula  Children’s  Theatre  and 
Alberta  Bair  Theater. 
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Speakers  Touch 
on  Many  Themes 

Keynote  speeches  at  Art  Beyond 
Boundaries  touched  on  a  variety  of 
issues.  Following  is  a  sampling: 

Dan  Kemmis 

Missoula  Mayor  Dan  Kemmis 
said  the  arts  can  help  fulfill  the 
sense  of  community  that  people  are 
searching  for  in  modem  life. 

Kemmis  also  said  the  cultural 
community  can  work  with  other 
groups  even  when  the  benefits  to  it 
aren’t  obvious.  But  different 
groups  sometimes  view  each  other 
as  competitors  for  grants  and 
funding  —  to  the  detriment  of  all 
involved,  he  said. 

He  pointed  to  Missoula  as  an 
example,  where  some  in  the  arts 
community  were  concerned  about 
the  city’s  efforts  to  bring  in  a 
minor  league  baseball  team.  They 
feared  the  arts  would  receive  less 
money,  he  said. 

But  Kemmis  said  people  would 
be  willing  to  support  and 
contribute  to  both  efforts  if  they 
felt  a  sense  of  abundance  and 
wholeness  in  the  community. 

Margaret  Hasse 

Arts  education  has  fallen  victim 
to  a  sort  of  crisis  management 
mentality  in  the  schools,  spurred  by 
reports  focusing  on  problems  in  the 
schools,  Margaret  Hasse  said.  Each 
report  prompts  an  effort  to  deal 
with  the  symptoms  of  the  latest 
emergency,  Hasse  said. 

Thus  little  has  been  done  to  take 
a  visionary  view  of  education  and 
the  role  of  the  arts,  sbe  said. 

Hasse,  who  now  works  as  a 
consultant,  was  executive  director 
of  the  Minnesota  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education  from  1977-1988. 

Hasse  said  practical  efforts  also 
are  needed  to  strengthen  arts 
education,  stressing  that  its 
strengths  and  weaknesses  must  be 
assessed,  along  with  the 
opportunities  and  threats  facing  it. 

And  arts  organizations  can  help 


draw  attention  to  arts  education, 
she  said,  because  they  have  the 
power  to  bring  people  together  to 
talk  about  the  issue. 

Richard  Huff 

Community  efforts  at  cultural 
planning  could  lead  to  an  increase 
in  government  funding  of  the  arts, 
a  former  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  official  told  participants. 

Richard  Huff  said  a  national 
study  showed  that  local  arts 
agencies  with  community  cultural 
plans  received  80  percent  more 
money  from  city  and  county 
governments  and  40  percent  more 
from  state  governments  than  those 
agencies  without  such  plans. 

Increased  federal  funding  may 
pose  some  difficulties  in  terms  of 
raising  matching  funds,  Huff  said, 
but  encouraged  arts  administrators 
to  look  at  innovative  alternatives. 
For  instance,  he  said  the  interest 
earnings  on  otherwise  restricted 
accounts  could  provide  the  match 
for  grant  funds. 

Huff  headed  the  NEA’s  Locals 
Program  and  recently  became 
executive  director  of  the  Illinois 
Arts  Council. 

Cheryl  Yuen 

Art  Beyond  Boundaries 
participants  were  sent  home  with  a 
final  keynote  speech  urging  them 
to  develop  their  leadership  skills 
and  put  those  skills  to  work  in  their 
communities. 

Cheryl  Yuen,  a  Chicago 
consultant,  gave  quick  sketches  of 
different  views  of  leadership  and 
outlined  a  number  of  qualities  she 
believes  make  for  successful 
leaders.  Those  included  the  ability 
to  encourage  creative  dialogue  that 
focuses  on  long-term  change,  to 
think  ahead  to  how  decisions  made 
now  will  affect  future  generations, 
and  to  work  with  others  to  bring 
about  change. 

And  Yuen  encouraged 
participants  to  work  not  only  with 
those  in  the  arts  but  also  with  other 
groups  in  their  communities  to 
make  change  happen. 


Arts  and  Tourism 
Links  Detailed 

The  arts  can  be  both  a  tourist 
attraction  in  and  of  themselves  and 
a  way  to  encourage  tourism  to  a 
particular  area,  speakers  at  an  Art 
Beyond  Boundaries  session  on 
cultural  tourism  said. 

Kathy  Hubbell  of  the 
International  Choral  Festival  in 
Missoula,  Carol  Waller  of  the 
Jackson,  Wyo.,  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Randy  Ross  of  the 
Black  Hills  Northern  Plains  Indian 
Exposition  spoke  on  cultural 
tourism  during  a  panel  session  at 
the  conference. 

Hubbell  outlined  the  growth  of 
the  choral  festival,  which  brings 
choirs  from  around  the  world  to 
Missoula  every  three  years.  Choir 
members  perform  in  both  Missoula 
and  outlying,  rural  communities 
and  stay  with  Missoula  residents  in 
their  homes. 

Hubbell  said  this  “interpersonal- 
international  connection”  has  been 
critical  to  the  event's  success. 

The  high  level  of  community 
support  for  the  festival  was  evident 
last  year,  she  added,  when  so  many 
Missoula  residents  wanted  to  house 
choir  members  that  there  was  a 
surplus  of  homes  for  the  singers. 

Waller  described  how  Jackson 
incorporated  the  arts  in  its  tourism 
promotion  package  in  1985,  by 
creating  and  heavily  promoting  an 
annual  fall  arts  festival  to  bolster 
tourism  between  the  traditionally 
busy  summer  and  winter  seasons. 

Sales  tax  revenue  for  September 
increased  60  percent  between  1985 
and  1990,  she  said  in  describing 
how  the  Chamber  measured  the 
festival's  success.  The  festival  also 
has  led  to  additional  arts-related 
events  in  the  fall,  she  noted. 

Ross  discussed  the  need  to  draw 
European  visitors  to  South  Dakota 
and  the  ways  in  which  American 
Indian  arts  can  be  used  to  do  that. 
He  predicted  that  tourism  will  be 
the  largest  single  global  activity  by 
the  year  2000. 
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Yuen  Session 
Stresses  Basics 

Chicago  consultant  Cheryl 
Yuen’s  day-long  workshop  for 
people  involved  in  new  or 
developing  arts  organizations 
stressed  many  basics  of  working 
with  volunteers  and  boards,  two 
attendees  said. 

But  they  said  they  benefited 
from  hearing  many  of  those 
lessons  again  during  the  Art 
Beyond  Boundaries  conference. 

“It’s  nice  to  be  reaffirmed,” 
said  Nancy  Robertson,  director  of 
the  Lewistown  Art  Center. 

She  and  Barb  Andreozzi, 
president  of  the  Copper  Village 
Art  Center  in  Anaconda,  both  said 
they  left  the  workshop  with  new 
motivation  to  put  the  advice  into 
practice. 

The  workshop  topics  they 
singled  out  as  most  worthwhile 
included: 

•  Ways  in  which  to  recruit 
volunteers  and  match  them  with 
the  right  job. 

•  The  importance  of  finding 
new  jobs  and  providing  the 
training  for  volunteers  who  need  a 
change  of  pace. 

•  An  overview  of  the  grants 
process  and  how  to  apply  for 
grants. 

•  The  need  to  work  with  board 
members,  let  them  know  of  their 
responsibilities,  and  give  them  the 
background  to  do  their  job. 
Robertson  said  she  plans  to  take 
potential  board  members  through 
the  job  step  by  step  before  they 
are  selected  to  the  board,  rather 
than  after. 

Andreozzi  said  that  arts 
administrators  often  become 
focused  on  two  or  three  immediate 
concerns  and  forget  to  follow 
through  on  other  items  they  know 
are  important  —  such  as  those 
brought  out  at  the  workshop. 

“It’s  really  good  to  step  back 
and  look  at  the  big  picture,”  she 
said  in  explaining  the  session’s 
value  to  her. 


Artists  Chosen  for

Forty-two  artists  have  been 
selected  for  the  Montana  Arts 
Council’s  Artists  in  the  Schools/ 
Communities  roster  for  the  next  two 
academic  years. 

Six  review  panels  evaluated 
applications  and  selected  artists  for 
inclusion  in  the  roster.  The  panelists 
were  professional  artists  and  arts 
educators. 

Criteria  for  selection  included 
the  excellence  of  an  applicant’s 
work  and  demonstrated  creativity 
and  artistic  skills.  Resumes  and 
letters  of  recommendation  also  were 
reviewed.

House  Approves 
NEA  Funding 

The  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  has  passed  a 
$178.2  million  funding  bill  for  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
compared  with  the  $174  million 
requested  by  the  Bush 
Administration. 

During  action  on  the  funding 
measure,  representatives  rejected  a 
proposal  to  eliminate  funding  for 
the  federal  agency  entirely.  The 
proposal  by  Rep.  Philip  Crane,  R- 
111.,  was  defeated  361-66; 
Democratic  Rep.  Pat  Williams  of 
Montana  was  among  those  to  speak 
against  abolishing  the  agency. 

A  second  proposal  to  reduce  the 
agency’s  budget  by  4  percent  was 
also  defeated,  228-196. 

The  House-passed  budget  would 
provide  $1.6  million  more  for  the 
NEA’s  Arts  Education  Program 
than  would  the  administration 
budget,  along  with  $300,000  more 
for  the  Folk  Arts  Program, 
$700,000  more  for  the  Media  Arts 
Program,  $900,000  more  for  the 
Music  Program,  $800,000  more  for 
the  States  Program,  and  $200,000 
more  for  the  Rural/Inner  City 
Program  of  the  States  Program. 

The  measure  now  goes  to  the 
Senate. 
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Hazardous  Waste 
to  be  Studied 

The  Center  for  Safety  in  the 
Arts  has  received  a  federal  grant  to 
research  the  safe  disposal  of 
hazardous  waste  art  materials.  The 
Center  will  use  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  funds  to  study 
the  issue  and  develop  educational 
materials  for  artists  on  how  to 
safely  dispose  of  hazardous  wastes. 

The  Center  says  in  its 
newsletter,  Art  Hazards  News,  that 
most  of  the  hazardous  waste 
materials  generated  by  professional 
artists  and  craftspeople  are  being 
dumped  down  the  sink  —  a 
practice  that  can  harm  water 
systems. 

The  Center  outlines  several 
types  of  materials  that  could  be 
hazardous,  including: 

•  Solvents,  contained  in  such 
materials  as  paints,  turpentine, 
lacquers,  varnishes,  thinners,  inks 
and  plastics  resins. 

•  Aerosol  spray  cans. 

•  Acids  and  alkalis,  which  are 
considered  corrosive  in  mixtures 
and  materials  having  a  pH  balance 
lower  than  2  or  higher  than  12.5. 

•  Photochemicals,  which  can 
contain  such  materials  as  alkalis, 
silver  compounds,  ferricyanides, 
and  formaldehyde. 

•  Toxic  metals,  present  in  such 
materials  as  paint  and  ink 
pigments,  ceramic  glazes,  copper 
enamels  and  glassblowing 
materials. 

•  Flammable  and  combustible 
wastes,  such  as  epoxies,  rubber 
cement,  solvent  and  solvent-based 
paints  and  inks. 

•  Reactives,  which  are  materials 
that  react  violently,  form  explosive 
mixtures  or  produce  toxic  gases  or 
vapors  with  water.  Examples 
include  chromic  acid,  organic 
peroxides,  cyanides  and  potassium 
chlorate. 

Some  waste  items  not 
considered  hazardous  include  clay, 
scrap  metal,  preservative-free 
sawdust,  water-based  dyes  and 


water-based  paints  that  don’t 
contain  metals. 

The  Center’s  newsletter  says 
artists  should  try  to  substitute  less 
hazardous  chemicals  when 
possible.  They  also  can  try  to 
minimize  the  amount  of  hazardous 
waste  they  generate,  use  existing 
recycling  programs  to  dispose  of 
the  waste  or  set  up  recycling 
programs  in  their  communities. 

Poetry  Day  Set 

Three  Montana  poets  will  be 
inducted  into  the  Montana  Poets 
Hall  of  Fame  on  Oct.  15,  during  a 
ceremony  in  Helena  with  Gov.  Stan 
Stephens. 

Stephens  will  present  plaques  to 
the  three  inductees:  Jessie  Perro 
Dombey  of  Seeley  Lake,  James 
Ross  of  Stevensville  and  Jim 
Nelson  of  Glasgow.  He  also  will 
issue  a  proclamation  declaring  Oct. 
15  as  Montana  Poetry  Day. 

It  will  be  only  the  third  time  — 
and  the  first  time  in  38  years  — 
that  a  governor  has  designated  a 
Poetry  Day,  according  to  Don 
Akerlow,  a  Three  Forks  poet 
instrumental  in  this  year’s 
proclamation. 

Other  proclamations  were 
issued  in  1950  and  1953.  And  those 
commemorative  events  were 
initiated  by  Dombey,  one  of  this 
year’s  inductees,  Akerlow  said 

Akerlow  said  he  encouraged  the 
designation  of  a  Poetry  Day  to  both 
celebrate  the  art  form  and  to 
increase  awareness  of  it.  He  is 
hoping  schools  around  the  state 
will  emphasize  poetry  on  Oct.  15. 

Akerlow  also  started  the 
Montana  Poets  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1989,  the  state's  centennial  year. 

The  proclamation  will  state  that 
poetry  captures  and  preserves  the 
heritage  of  the  West  and  that 
observance  of  Poetry  Day  can 
serve  as  an  educational  opportunity 
and  a  means  of  encouraging 
Montana’s  literary  life.
